
SPACE AND TIME 
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EDEN WALK will be complete¬ 
ly demolished and rebuilt in a 
once-in-a-generation redevelop¬ 
ment that investors claim will 
secure Kingston’s reputation as a 
shopping metropolis. 

Councillors approved British 
Land and USS’ vision for 380 new 
homes plus 18,000 sq m of shops, 
leisure and office space by eight 
votes to three last week. 

The approval came despite 171 



objections from residents and 
some businesses in the area, in¬ 
cluding Sainsbury’s which has re¬ 
cently refurbished its Eden Walk 
store. 

More than 5,700 consultation 
letters were sent out. 

Objectors decried a lack of af¬ 
fordable housing and argued the 
new, modern buildings would not 
fit in with Kingston’s heritage due 
to “excessive scale and mass”. 

But councillors and the devel¬ 
oper said that this was the plan 
“Kingston needed” if it were 
to compete with other London 
boroughs. 



Project director Mathew 
Seeker said developers 
had scaled back the 
height of the resi¬ 
dential building 
from 21 to 16 sto¬ 
reys - the same 
height as the re¬ 
cently approved 
Old Post Office 
redevelopment. 

He said: 

“This is a wa¬ 
tershed moment, 
one that will define 
the future success 
of Kingston town centre 


just as the application for the 
Bentall Centre or main line 
railway did. Kingston 
must respond to the 
competition from oth¬ 
er towns. 

“This is the best 
scheme we can de¬ 
liver. We can’t re¬ 
duce the height or 
mass any further. 
“This is King¬ 
ston’s biggest 

opportunity in a gener¬ 
ation to future-proof the 
town centre.”

Scott Moodie, 29, Nathan Peardon, 
23, and Scott Nicholls and Jay Beer, 
both 21, had all been drinking in the 
Viper Rooms before the fight broke 
out in the early hours of the morn¬ 
ing outside TK Maxx on October 19, 
Kingston Crown Court heard. 

The four men were all originally 
charged with wounding with intent 
and inflicting grievous bodily harm 
when their trial started on May 16 at 
Kingston Crown Court.

A lesser charge 
of actual bodily harm (ABH) was put

charge of affray, and only Moodie de¬ 
nied it. 

The jury took two-and-a-half hours 
to find the men guilty of affray last 
week, and Moodie also guilty of 
ABH. Moodie described the night as 
a “family party” before the fighting 
broke out. 

He said: “We were there for my 
cousin Darren’s leaving party. He 
was the manager at the Viper Rooms. 
I thought that [my family] owned 
the club to be honest because they 
worked there. It was wicked, there 
were children there. There were a lot 
of four and five-year-olds. 

“The club was not open to the 
public then. The children left at 
about 9pm. I thought it was a private 
function.” 

Moodie added he had been talking 
with the victims, Frenchmen Sebas¬ 
tian Legendre and Floren Zirah, in 
the hours before the fight and did not 
know other members of the public 
had been allowed into 
the bar. CCTV footage 
of the brawl outside 
TK Maxx shows four 
men staggering in the 
street, throwing off 
their coats and attack¬ 
ing Mr Legendre and 
Mr Zirah before brawl¬ 
ing among themselves. 

When Mr Legen¬ 
dre gave evidence last 
Tuesday he admitted 
he could not remem¬ 
ber who hit him after 
drinking six dou-

ble-vodka red bulls. The fight closed 
the venue for three days. 

At a review called by Kingston po¬ 
lice of Viper Room’s licence, borough 
commander chief superintendent 
Glenn Tunstall said: “I have viewed 
the CCTV and cannot recollect a 


more violent and sustained assault 
in my 29 years of service.” Nicholls, 
of Richmond Park Road, Beer, of Da¬ 
vid Twigg Close, Peardon, of School 
Lane and Moodie, of Hilary Close, 
Hammersmith, will be sentenced 
later. 


No prosecution after cycling fatality 


NO CRIMINAL charges will be 
brought in relation to the death 
of cyclist Ralph Brazier, Surrey 
Police have said. 

Police and the Health and 
Safety Executive were probing 
the death after claims that road 
maintenance was recently car¬ 
ried out at the junction where 
Mr Brazier, 52, crashed and fell 
from his bicycle in March. 

That inquiry has now end¬ 
ed, the Kingston Guardian can 
report. Photos taken the day 
after the crash at the junction 
of Hamm Court and Weybridge 
Road appeared to show the road 


surface around a drain had been 
recently repaired. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“The force carried out a thor¬ 
ough investigation. There is no 
criminal case to answer. The file 
will be passed to the coroner.” 

Mr Brazier, a father-of-three 
of Thames Ditton, was de¬ 
scribed by his wife Karen, 52, 
as “an inspiration to all those 
who knew him” and a “devoted 
father and loving husband who 
will be very much missed”. 

Mr Brazier was a member of 
both Twickenham Cycling club 
and Dittons Velo.

Charges follow death crash 


TWO men have been charged 
with causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving after a Kingston 
University student died in a 
crash a year ago. 

Sports science student Hina 
Shamim, 21, died on March 31 
last year in Penrhyn Road as she 
left her home on the way to the 
university library Six others 
were injured in the crash. 

Farid Reza, 36 of Surbiton 


Road, has been charged with 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and causing serious in¬ 
jury by dangerous driving, and 
will appear at Wimbledon Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on June 13. 

William Spicer, 27 of 
Somervell Road, Harrow, has 
also been charged with causing 
death by dangerous driving and 
will appear at the same court on 
June 16.

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A dramatic police helicopter chase 
through Chessington to Twicken¬ 
ham ended in two convictions for 
burglary 

A suspicious moped speeding 
through Chessington was reported 
at about 2am last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing and officers believed it was 
linked to a string of burglaries in 
the area, Kingston police said. 

An emergency response team 
ordered the rider to pull over and 
when he did not, a chase began. 

A police helicopter based in Re¬ 
dhill was in the air nearby and 
joined the pursuit, recording the 
moped trying to escape by riding 
off-road and on the pavement. 

At one point the moped became 
stuck in a garden and a police of¬ 
ficer tried to grab the suspects. 

But he was injured as the rider 
managed to free his bike and sped 
away. 

The chase had been going on for 
an hour as the rider and his passen¬ 
ger approached Hounslow, having 
travelled through Twickenham. 

Officers from Twickenham and 
Hounslow, as well as the Metropol¬ 
itan Police’s traffic unit and a dogs 
unit from Surrey Police, joined the 
chase as the helicopter began to run 
low on fuel. 

The helicopter crew arranged a 
mid-air handover with the police 
helicopter from Lippets Hill. 

The rider and his passenger, both 
male, jumped off the moped and 
tried to hide from police but were 
quickly found by Surrey Police’s 
dogs and arrested. 


The driver and passenger were 
charged with offences including at¬ 
tempted burglary, theft of a motor 
vehicle and dangerous driving. 

They entered guilty pleas at court 


and are awaiting sentence. 

The Kingston Guardian is unable 
to reveal the identities of the two 
males involved. Kingston police re¬ 
fused multiple requests to provide 


full details of the people convict¬ 
ed or the precise charges to which 
they pleaded guilty

The firm also 
seeks approval for a new outdoor bar. 
The application will be discussed at 
2.30pm in the Guildhall.

'Overreaction' or a Ramadan 
blunder?

TESCO has apologised for stocking beer 
crates at the end of a section dedicated 
to Ramadan in its New Malden store. 

Twitter user Fevzi Hussain com¬ 
plained about the placement of prod¬ 
ucts he said he had seen in the Beverley 
Way Tesco Extra, and called the move 
“deeply offensive” and “a very sad state 
of affairs”. 

Tesco was quick to remove the crates 
of Budweiser and Corona from the end 
of the aisle and apologise to Mr Hussain 
on May 24. 

Posting on Twitter, a Tesco worker 
said: “I am so sorry that we have let you 
down, and I’d certainly like to ensure 


that this is logged. 

“I apologise for any offence that was 
caused by this, and I must assure you 
that it was not the intention.” 

Mr Hussain further tweeted: “Did 
Tesco intend2offend? Of course not. 
But a multi M£ global player should be 
more culturally astute. A v sad state of 
affairs.”

'dream’, but what of affordable housing?

Instead of affordable housing, 
developers will offer 38 “starter 
homes” at a discounted price and 
give the council £1.6m upfront with 
a further £1.4m paid after a 15 per 
cent profit has been made. 

Profits will then be split equally 
between the council and the devel¬ 
oper. 

Cllr David Glasspool said the 38 
starter homes were in lieu of af¬ 
fordable housing. He said: “What 
we are looking at here is not noth¬ 
ing, it is 10 per cent. There is poten¬ 
tial here to create something sig¬ 
nificant that will be beneficial for 
Kingston.” 

Cllr Jack Cheetham also backed 
the plans, that would bring an esti¬ 
mated 600 new jobs to the borough 
as well as “much needed housing”. 
He said: “This is regeneration that 
some towns can only dream about.” 

All three town centre councillors 
voted to reject the plans, noting they 
significantly contradicted the Eden 
Walk Development Brief in places. 

Published in March 2015, the 
brief sets out how developers 
should treat the area but is not offi¬ 
cial planning policy 


It included proposals for a pe¬ 
destrianised public square near 
the United Reform Church, as well 


as single-direction traffic through 
Eden Street and other changes. 

The authors suggested that no 


building should be more than eight 
storeys high and set a target for 50 
per cent affordable housing. 


Conservative Phil Doyle said: 
“Eden Walk is a site that is ready for 
development. But I am asking you to 
refuse the application in its present 
form. It does not pass the Kingston 
test. Kingston can do better than 
this. 

“The height and mass are such 
that it will dominate the skyline. It 
will not so much dominate the town 
centre, but will become the town 
centre.” 

Liberal Democrat Jon Tolley, 
who owns Banquet Records in Eden 
Street, argued for affordable homes. 
He said: “You don’t feed a starving 
nation by providing a banquet for 
the rich.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry also said USS and British 
Land should offer more affordable 
housing. He said: “Eden Walk is an 
ugly and outdated shopping centre 
that is long overdue significant im¬ 
provement. 

“Although we desperately need 
more housing at all levels, and espe¬ 
cially genuinely affordable housing, 
it would be preferable if Eden Walk 
could be redeveloped as is without 
a large amount of housing, includ¬ 
ing a tower block. Even taking into 
account the land values, public 
realm and the significant amount 
of retail space I would have thought 
that much more affordable housing 
could have been offered.”

School gets ‘good’ Ofsted rating

A SURBITON school has 
been awarded a ‘good’ Of¬ 
sted rating two years after 
teachers were told it need¬ 
ed to improve. 

Hollyfield School and 
Sixth Form was given the 
rating in all four inspec¬ 
tion categories including 
effectiveness of leadership 
and quality of teaching. 

The school’s 16 to 19 
study programmes were 
also praised after the in¬ 
spection at the end of 
April. The report stated 
inspectors saw a “clear im¬ 
provement” and “change 
of culture of the school”. 

A 2014 inspection left the 


Surbiton Hill school with a 
‘requiring improvement’ 
Ofsted rating and pupils’ 
progress was deemed “be¬ 
low average”. 

Head teacher Maggie 
Bailey said: “The new Of¬ 
sted framework is more 
rigorous than ever, so to 
be acknowledged as ‘good’ 
in all four categories is an 
amazing result and clear¬ 
ly shows the progress it 
has made in a really short 
space of time. 

“To be moved from 
‘requires improvement’ 
to a ‘good’ judgement in 
just two years is a huge 
achievement.”

Woman: I’m 
no murderer 

A NORTH Korean woman 
has denied murdering her 
partner in their home in New 
Malden. 

HyojungLim, 43, is charged 
with stabbing Jaesok Lee, 40, 
to death at their home in New 
Malden High Street in the 
early hours of Wednesday, 
March 2. 

Speaking through a Kore¬ 
an interpreter, she pleaded 
not guilty to the murder of 
her partner at the Old Bailey 
last Tuesday 

Police were first called to a 
home above the Fara charity 
shop shortly before 1.20am 
on Wednesday, March 2, to 
a report of a man having 
collapsed. 

Officers arrested Mrs Lim 
later that day 

She has been remanded in 
custody to appear at the Old 
Bailey on Monday, September 
26, for the trial. 

The trial is expected to last 
betwee three and four weeks.

A BOUTIQUE Surbiton ho¬ 
tel has been criticised for a 
foul-mouthed social media 
response to a mother who 
claimed her group and their 
young children were turned 
away from the empty lounge 
area in case businessmen 
wanted to use it. 

Hotel Bosco, in St Mark’s 
Hill, was given a one-star 
review on Facebook by mum 
Rebecca Normand who vis¬ 
ited with “five other mums 
and six prams” and was 
turned away because of a 
policy not to have more than 
four mothers with young ba¬ 
bies in at one time. 

Underneath her post 
someone with access to the 
hotel’s official Facebook ac¬ 
count wrote: “And Hotel Bo¬ 
sco gives zero f**ks.” 

The comment has since 
been deleted, as have the 
ones criticising the hotel’s 
response. 


Mrs Normand’s post 
claimed staff told her that 
she and her friends could 
not use the lounge “just in 
case business men [came in] 
or meetings may take place 
later”. 

It was written on March 16 
but the Hotel Bosco response 
was posted this month. 

Duty manager Michael 
Tobiasiewicz said he remem¬ 
bered Mrs Normand coming 
in but could not say who had 
posted the response. 

He said: “No one contacted 


us formally. [Mrs Normand] 
just wrote on Facebook, 
which we don’t find good. 

“I have to say I am really 
surprised about the com¬ 
ment underneath. I don’t 
know [who wrote it].” 

Mrs Normand is not the 
only mother to complain 
about the hotel’s strict pol¬ 
icy on children, which was 
brought in in 2014. 

Alison Filkin took to the 
hotel’s Facebook page in 
February 2015 to say: “Was 
astounded that myself and 


a group of other mothers 
were chucked out stating 
management’s policy of no 
more than four children as it 
needs to be kept free for busi¬ 
ness lunches. 

“Not only is this entirely 
discriminatory it was also 
only 10am and the place was 
entirely empty.” 

A review on TripAdvisor 
from last year claimed: “A 
bunch of us mums used to 
visit here frequently with 
our babies. 

“Today we were asked to 
leave as we had too many 
prams (three) and they need¬ 
ed the space for lunchtime 
business meetings.” 

A post on the Hotel Bosco 
Facebook page on Friday 
said that “an employee has 
been suspended pending a 
full investigation” over the 
foul-mouthed response. 

It continued: “We apol¬ 
ogise unreservedly for the 
Facebook post in our feed 
from a member of our staff. 
Hotel Bosco operates a 
non-discriminatory policy.” 

This post has also since 
been deleted. 


Stabbings 
suspect is 
charged 

A MAN has been charged 
with the attempted murder 
of four women stabbed in a 
supermarket car park. 

Suzanna Brand, 53, Jean 
Sullivan, 67, Janet Moresey, 
62 and Rani Chandi, 71 were 
attacked during the knife 
rampage outside Sainsbury’s 
in Tangley Park Road, Hamp¬ 
ton, at about 10.30am on Fri¬ 
day May 20. 

Ethem Aydin Orhon, 66, 
of Deacons Walk, Hampton, 
appeared in Wimbledon Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court the following 
day charged with attempted 
murder and possession of an 
offensive weapon. 

He will appear at Kingston 
Crown Court in June. 

Mrs Brand sustained criti¬ 
cal injuries and was air-lifted 
to hospital, but the condition 
of all four is now stable, ac¬ 
cording to police. 

Staff from the nearby 
YMCA and the Shooting Star 
Chase Hospice gave first aid 
to the wounded and sheltered 
members of the public from 
harm. 

Ms Chandi, who was 
helped by hospice staff, suf¬ 
fered wounds in her back. 
She said: “I didn’t realise I 
had been stabbed at first, I 
just thought I had been hit.”

Kings Oak was the last 


stop in a tour of UK schools 
for Ms Myers. 

She said: “I really wanted 
to target children. A large 
part of the message of the 
film is to make people aware 
we have to look after the 
planet. It is the only one we 


have got. Kids that age are 
really receptive to that mes¬ 
sage. The pupils at Kings 
Oak really understood that 
and it was reflected in their 
questions. 

“Jennifer got involved 
because I wanted a familiar 
voice. She is marvellous ac¬ 
tor and the fact that she was 
such a figure in the Hunger 
Games is a bonus. She reach¬ 
es out to the younger gener¬ 
ation.” 

Ms Myers also spoke to 
the children about filming in 
space when you are almost 
250 miles above the Earth. 

She said: “We knew we 
couldn’t go into space so we 
trained the astronauts as 
crews. We taught them how 
to use the cameras, how to 
focus, to direct their fellow 
crew. At the end of the train¬ 
ing we gave them the camer¬ 
as and asked them to shoot 
their own movies in the sim¬ 
ulator.”

Judicial 
review of 
sports hub 

A JUDICIAL review has been 
granted to assess the plan¬ 
ning decision for a £17.9 mil¬ 
lion sports and leisure com¬ 
plex in Walton. 

The Royal Courts of Jus¬ 
tice approved the review on 
Wednesday, May 25, put for¬ 
ward by Sunbury residents 
and the owners of The Weir 
hotel against the site in Wa¬ 
terside Drive. 

The sports hub was given 
the go-ahead by Elmbridge 
councillors on July 6 last 
year, and will be solely paid 
for by the sale of the Stom- 
pond Lane sports ground. 

It is hoped that the new fa¬ 
cilities, including a new sta¬ 
dium and additional football 
and sports pitches, will be 
the new premises of several 
clubs in the area. 

Sunbury residents living 
across the river claim the 
council “unlawfully applied 
the green belt policy” to ap¬ 
prove the “wholly inappro¬ 
priate development”. 

Muriel Bankhead, of Parke 
Road, Sunbury, said: “Resi¬ 
dents are concerned about 
the dramatic change of use 
from what was a scrub or¬ 
chard. The floodlights and 
noise will have a negative im¬ 
pact on residents’ lives.”

A MALDEN Rushett bypass, 
Kingstonian’s new home, esca¬ 
lating rents and hanging flower 
baskets were all debated as res¬ 
idents gathered in the hope of 
turning Hook into somewhere 
they can take pride in. 

Kingston MP James Berry 
and Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis hosted the meeting 
at the Hook Centre last Thurs¬ 
day, where about 50 residents, 
including councillors and busi¬ 
ness owners, put forward their 
ideas about how to rejuvenate 
Hook Parade.

Residents said they worried 
that the arrival of Crossrail 2 to 
Chessington South station and

Chessington Golf Centre would 
worsen the already “awful” traf¬ 
fic. Kingston Council is consid¬ 
ering plans for a bypass connect¬ 
ing the A3 and A243 at Malden 
Rushett to alleviate traffic, but 
concrete proposals have yet to be 
put forward. 

Cllr Davis said: “This road is 
going to get worse over the next 
10 years and there is nothing to 
do about it. 

“I don’t think it’s the case that 
Kingstonian are going to be a 
problem. They have a very small 
number of supporters.” 

Business owners in the pa¬ 


rade raised issues about parking 
measures distracting customers, 
a lack of big brand stores and 
rising rents. 

Cllr Davis and Mr Berry prom¬ 
ised to meet with landlords to 
discuss potential changes, in¬ 
cluding the possibility of knock¬ 
ing through the walls of shops 
to make larger stores in a bid to 
attract bigger names to the area. 

Residents proposed more com¬ 
munity activities such as jumble 
sales and film screenings, plus 
the introduction of hanging bas¬ 
kets, better lighting and window 
boxes.

Schools face 'funding 
crisis’, teachers claim

HEAD teachers say Kingston 
schools are unfairly losing out 
on Government cash in a ‘fund¬ 
ing crisis’ that makes it difficult 
to train and retain teaching staff. 

Outdated salary weightings, 
along with a lack of accommoda¬ 
tion for key workers like teach¬ 
ers, mean the borough is a less 
attractive prospect for those con¬ 
sidering the profession, heads 
claimed at a meeting with both 
of Kingston’s MPs. 

James Berry and Zac Gold¬ 
smith were grilled by dozens 
of head teachers at the King 
Charles Centre about how they 
planned to ensure a better fund¬ 
ing deal for Kingston schools 
which, one head suggested, were 
cutting back on projects because 
of poor cash flow. 

Mark Clutterbuck, of Coombe 
Hill Junior School, said: “It’s 
the actual per-pupil funding 
that comes to Kingston schools 
which is significantly less than 
in other boroughs. It means that 
schools are using their reserves 


to fund things. You’re not doing 
the building work you were do¬ 
ing before. You’re having to look 
at recruitment.” 

Mr Berry, who is petitioning 
the Government over schools 
funding on his website, said: 
“Kingston schools are the third 
worst funded in London. 

“The schools in Tower Ham¬ 
lets, 14 miles away, get £7,000 per 
pupil per year, and we get £4,500. 
That’s before you take into ac¬ 
count pupil premium. 

“The area-level deprivation 
here isn’t bad, because our aver¬ 
age prosperity is quite high. But 
that masks pockets of depriva¬ 
tion.” 

On salary weightings he add¬ 
ed: “We’re asking for that to be 
re-looked at. It’s more expensive 
to live in Kingston than it is to 
live in five inner London bor¬ 
oughs.” 

A letter sent to parents by 
primary school head teachers 
claimed the plan would fund 
all pupils at the same rate. The 
heads also told parents that ris¬ 
ing pension and wage costs had 
outstripped Government fund¬ 
ing, giving schools less to spend 
on pupils. They cited a report by 


the Association of School and 
College Leaders union, which 
warned of bigger classes, fewer 
school trips and fewer support 
staff. 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokeswoman said: “We 
have protected the core schools 
budget in real terms, so that as 
pupil numbers increase so will 
the amount of money in our 
schools. 

“At the same time we are mak¬ 
ing funding fairer, and have con¬ 
sulted on proposals for a new 
national funding formula to 
address the historic unfairness 
in the system. We are not pro¬ 
posing to fund all pupils at the 
same rate, and to suggest so is 
misleading. There will be addi¬ 
tional funding for pupils from 
deprived backgrounds, pupils 
with low prior attainment and 
pupils with English as an addi¬ 
tional language. 

“Our proposals also include 
plans for an uplift for those ar¬ 
eas with the highest wage costs, 
such as London boroughs. 

“We are also supporting 
schools to recruit high quality 
teachers by investing hundreds 
of millions in recruitment.”

THE green spaces we know 
and love are better protected 
thanks to EU nature laws and, 
with just a month until the 
EU referendum, it’s time we 
put nature at the centre of the 
debate. 

More than fifty places in our 
region are recognised as special 
areas of conservation by the 
EU. Iconic wildlife hotspots 
like the RSPB nature reserve 
at Dungeness, the Wildlife 
Trust site at Cothill Fen, the 
South Downs National Park, 


and the New Forest all have 
an important extra level of 
protection under EU law. 

Nearly 300 green spaces in 
Britain benefit from being a 
part of an EU-wide network of 
protected areas. Almost 11,000 
square miles of our country’s 
most precious wildlife sites 
are protected by the European 
Union. 

Protected sites across the 
South East are home to rare and 
endangered species of birds, 
trees and bugs. 


The South Downs contains 
one of Europe’s finest yew 
forests and is home to some of 
Britain’s most ancient trees, 
rare and endangered birds 
such as bitterns and Acadian 
flycatchers make Dungeness 
their home while creatures like 
the southern damselfly and the 
pygmy footman moth thrive in 
the Cothill Fens. 

It is incredibly important 
to protect our wildlife at 
an international level - the 
animals and habitats we take 


for granted locally are often 
rare in Europe - and the 
European Union is absolutely 
the best place to work together 
with our neighbours to do this.

THIS WEEK’S REASONS TO GO OUT 


Britain’s richest horse race the Derby returns to Epsom Downs this 
weekend and after 236 years it is as popular as ever and steeped in 
history. Here are 16 things you should know about the race...

- This year’s Investec-sponsored 
Derby Festival is on Friday, June 3, 
and Saturday, June 4. 

- Last year, Frankie Dettori won 
his second Derby. His first came 
after 14 attempts in 2007. 

- The Queen has been attending 
the Derby for more than 60 years. 
She attended with her first runner 
in 1953, just four days after her 
coronation. 

- This year the Derby will 
celebrate Her Majesty’s 90th 
birthday and the Queen will 
personally present the winner’s 
prize for the first time during 


her reign. 

- Friday is Ladies Day and this year 
the style award will be judged by 
model, presenter and DJ Vogue 
Williams, whose style advice is: 
“Dress like you’re meeting your 
boyfriend’s parents for the first 
time.” 

- The Derby was first run on May 
4, 1780. 

- Originally, it was run over one mile 
and it was extended to a mile and 

a half on 1787. It is now one mile, 
four furlongs and ten yards or 2,423 
metres. 

- The first winner was Diomed, 


owned by Steward of the Jockey 
Club Sir Charles Bunbury. 

- It has always been run at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse apart from 
during the two World Wars, when it 
took place at Newmarket. 

- Lester Piggott has won the 
Derby the most times for a jockey, 
with nine victories between 

1954 (Never Say Die) and 1983 
(Teenoso). He was just 18 at the 
time of his first victory. 

- Shergar won by the biggest margin 
ever - 10 lengths - in 1981. 

- The fastest horse over the 
current course was Workforce in 


2010 with a time of 2m 31.33s. 

- In 1970, Nijinsky became the 
15th and last horse to win racing’s 
legendary Triple Crown (which also 
consists of the 2000 Guineas and 
the St Leger Stakes). 

- Suffragette Emily Davison threw 
herself in front of the King’s horse 
at the 1913 Derby. 

- The BBC first broadcast from 
the Derby in 1927 and regular 
broadcasts began from 1960. 

- The Derby has one of the biggest 
prize funds in British racing, with 
winnings of £1.325 million.

It's unrealistic to expect buyers to 
commit to purchasing your home 
when they can't see all of it.

FORMER Kingstonian goal¬ 
keeper Ben Dudzinski will 
realise a dream this summer 
when he embarks on a first 
foray into the world of pro¬ 
fessional football. 

The 20-year-old has signed 
for Hartlepool United of 
League Two following com¬ 
pletion of his sports science 
degree at Durham University 

United finished 16th in the 
League Two table last season, 
and boast Sky Sports present¬ 
er Jeff Stelling among their 
fanbase. 

Dudzinski, who has also 
turned out for Carshalton 
Athletic and who continued 
playing both semi-profes¬ 
sional and university football 
outside of his studies, is rel¬ 
ishing the next chapter in his 
career. 

“My degree has just fin¬ 
ished, so from now on, I’ll be 
able to fully concentrate on 
my football,” he said. 

“I’m really excited to sign 
as the club has been great to 
me and I’m looking forward 
to pre-season starting soon.” 

The move came after 
Hartlepool goalkeeping 
coach Tony Caig, whom saw 
something in Dudzinski dur¬ 
ing coaching sessions he gave 


at the university, invited the 
youngster along for trails to¬ 
wards the end of last season. 

“I trained, took part in 
some sessions and played in 
a reserve game during that 
time,” added Dudzinski. 

“I just thought it would be 
a good experience and, on my 
last day, I was preparing to 
ask Tony if we could stay in 
touch. 

“Instead he sent me to 
the manager [former Mid¬ 
dlesbrough and Barnsley 
midfielder Craig Hignett] 
and that’s when I found out.” 

And, in the aftermath, 
the move sparked a memory 
within Dudzinski of his time 
at Ryman Division South 
club Carshalton Athletic, 
where had he spent two years 
and made a handful of first 
team appearances. 

“I had a conversation with 
[former Robins goalkeeping 
coach] Jefferson Curtis while 
I was considering moving to 
Durham,” he said. 

“He felt I had potential to 
play at a higher level, but 
told me that going to univer¬ 
sity would be important, and 
that I’d still be young enough 
to pursue a career in football 
afterwards. 

“My time at Carshalton 
Athletic has played a mas¬ 
sive part in helping me get 
where I am now - I made 
my competitive debut while
